So 
I did not share in the impatience shown by 
some people in the delay in arresting the 
brutal murderer of poor Miss Elizabeth Camp 
(whose photograph was procured for the 
P.LP. after considerable inquiry and trouble). 
I know the skill and vigilance Chief-Inspector 
Marshall, of New Scotland Yard, has displayed 
of old, and had an inkling of the surprising 
developments this astute officer felt sure he had 
in store. The visits Miss Camp paid on the 
very day of her foul murder to her sisters in 
Hammersmith and in Hounslow, Mrs. Annie 
Skeat and Mrs. Haynes, and the fact that Mrs.

The Playgoers’ Club,

Charles Wyndham as chief guest at the success- 
ful annual dinner last Sunday night at the Hotel 
Cecil. For this good reason : London’s favourite 
comedian, and most experienced Manager albeithe 
is perennially young and debonair, reappeared in 
his best character, Sir Jasper of ‘*Rosemary’’ fame, 
the previous evening, in company with charming 
Mary Moore and with Mr. Bishop as the purple 
sea-dog of a captain who makes us all roar with 
his bluster. Starting so blithely and cheexjly in 
the very year of the Queen’s Accession, and 
closing with such infinite pathos, grace to Mr. 
Wyndham’s supreme art, in the Jubilee Year, 
'* Rosemary” surely deserves to run at the 
Criterion for the whole of the season in this 
Sixtieth Year of Her Majesty’s record reign. 
Toasted wittily and well at the Playgoers’ feast 
by the accomplished and genial Vice-President, 
Mr. Edward F. Spence (an eloquent barrister as 
well as a careworn, pallid dramatic critic), Mr. 
Wyndham made a most eloquent, chaffy reply for 
‘The Drama,” ran amuck against Shakspere him- 
self in depreciating that amateur, Hamlet; and 
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didn’t forget the ‘‘ white hat,” which was once 
the target of some very pointed remarks from 
him at a remarkable Criterion first night. Truth 
is, the members of the Playgoers’ Club exercise 
a wholesome influence at our premières, and 
distinctly check the claquers with whom some 
few Managers would like to pack their houses. 
As the most widely read critic, and as a constant 
playgoer who has stimulated theatre-going 
vastly during the past thirty years, Mr. Clement 
Scott was the right man in the right place to 
respond, as he did most gracefully, for “The 
Press.’’. Deservedly eulogised were Mr. Carl 
Hentschel and. Mr. Percy House, hon. see., for 
their exertions to make the banquet a triumph. 


‘‘ Nelson’s Enchantress” 


(said to be by a daughter of the late Admiral 
Hornby) will not please Mrs. Grundy at the 
Avenue. But the neat play which brings pic- 
turesquely before us the fair and fickle Emma 
Hart, otherwise Lady Hamilton, and the 
latest of her lovers, yielded obviously so 
much pleasure to the brilliant first - night 
audience, comprising Sir William and Lady 
Harcourt, the Earl and Countess of Londes- 
borough, and other people of ‘‘light and lead- 
ing,” that I shall not be surprised if ‘‘ Nelson’s 
Enchantress” enjoys a good run. It is most 
sumptuously costumed by Mr. Jack Harrison 
(who has most artistically hidden Forbes 
Robertson’s right arm, but has neglected, by 
express command, I suppose, to give Nelson a 
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shade over his right eye): and the fashionable 
folks of the early part of the century who 
rejoiced in the nice conduct of a clouded cane, 
and postured in knee-breeches and ‘embroidered 
coats, are faithfully reproduced. Adroitly 
enough is interest first roused in Rommney’s 
studio, which the rakish Sir John Trevor visits 
on purpose to see piquante Emma Hart, the best 
part Mrs. Patrick Campbell has hitherto had 
created for her, to my mind—a coquettish, 
graceful, lovable nymph such as Romney has 
conjured up for us over and over again 
in riante style on his living canvases. She 
is the despair of her fashionable, sulky “‘ pro- 
tector,” Charles Greville, who is driven to 
hand her over to the avuncular mercies of his 
pitying old beau of an uncle, Sir William 
Hamilton, whom she weds, gaining the position 
which enables her, as the Ambassador’s wife, to 
witch Nelson at Naples after his Nile victory. It 
says much for the exquisite art and sympathetic 
style of Mrs. Patrick Campbell that such an 
inconstant jade becomes so fascinating on 
the stage, and is not absolutely repellent. 
By good fortune this charming actress 1s 
mated with an admirably earnest Nelson in 
Mr. Forbes Robertson, who throws himself 
into the part with remarkable vigour, and rouses 
himself into lover-like ardour when declaring his 
passion. The minuet is very attractive. The 
dream-scene of Nelson’s death is capitally stage- 
managed. The leading actor and actress are 
well supported by Mr. Nutcombe Gould, Mr. 
Ben Greet, Mr. Sidney Brough, and Mr. Elwood ; 
and I own I was engrossed from first to last in 
““Nelson's Enchantress '”—as was pretty Miss

A Cheaply Equipped Poultry Farm. 
N HEN one sets about it with 
determination and - studies 
economy it is amazing what a 
lot can be done with a little 
money. I will give a case in 
point. My sketch shows the 
end section of a model poultry- 
house, egg-store, and hatching- 
house. The cost of that house and of all the 
other equipments for well fitting out a three or 
four acre poultry farm comes considerably 


Under £20. 

The house itself costs in materials: 2} squares 
of l-in. thick T and G matched boards at 
93d., 22s. 6d. ; sixteen sheets of roofing iron at 
Is. 6d., 24s. wood cut to two inches by three 
Inches from deal quartering for supporting the 
roof, etc., 15s.: one square 5-8-in. matched 
boards for shelves, corn and nest boxes, 7s. 6d. ; 
wire netting for partitions, 6s. ; hinges, nails, etc., 
5s.: total, £4. This material will suffice for a 
most roomy and complete structure, Its dimen- 
sions are—length 16 feet, width 12 feet, height 
at back 9 feet, height at front 5 feet. In the 
middle section there are three partitions, and the 
three combined will accommodate from 150 to 
200 fowls. The hatching-house may also be

It is very short in the stem, and most 
compact in habit, and it is remarkably tender 
and succulent when cooked. ` Soils that suit the 
spring cabbage are, when rather light, if fairly 
rich, better left undug in spring. On such light 
soils, where onions were the last crop, cabbages 
will succeed admirably. If heavy and stiff, the 
soil should be well worked before plants are 
dibbled in. I will give a special note about 


Dibbling Cabbages. 


The dibbler can make the cabbage grow either 
well or badly as he pleases. If the hole be made 
too deep and the plant. be dropped in with its 
root doubled up, and the soil be just pushed up 
to it afterwards, a good cabbage will not grow 
from that plant. The hole should be just deep 
enough for the root to reach its bottom ; the root 
should be put down perpendicularly, and then be 
just slightly lifted as the dibble, thrust in again 
in any angle close to the first hole, presses the 
soil firmly up to the roots of the young plant. 
The second hole may be left unheeded. A good 
thick dibble with a strong cross-handle is the 
best tool for planting cabbages. If a crop of 
cabbages be required for autumn use, to be 


planted out on land that will be bare, say, next | 


June, the 
Seed Should be Sown Soon. 


Tf sown very thinly, or if thinned out as soon as 
they form the second leaf, the seedlings will not 
need transplanting. But a transplanted cabbage, 
or any other plant of the cabbage family, always 
roots more quickly for having beén transplanted 
when a seedling. 


Tomato-Culture. 


If I am asked what plant will pay best to grow 
for profit in a warm, sunny aspect, I shall name 
the tomato. It will be time quite as soon as any 
reader of this gets a hot-bed ready and steady, 
and procures his seed, to sow tomatoes for open- 
air cultivation. Of late years open-air varieties 
of tomatoes have been greatly improved. Besides 
being more handsome in shape and better in 
quality of the fruit (is it really a fruit?), the 
newer sort set their blossoms more freely, and 
form bigger bunches of evenly sized fruits, 
Below is an example of one of the latest. 
When planted out in the open field in the end of 
May plants of this varicty bear heavy crops of 
fruit fully ripened by the end of August. In 
fairly rich and not too light and free soil I find 
it best not to add manure for tomatoes. The 
best plan is to give it to them, as they want it, 
in the form of liquid. They require it prin- 
cipally when the fruit has set and the plants 
want extra strength to enable- them to 
swell all the fruit they can bear to as large 
a size and as quickly as they can. After 
that, manure in any form, and, in fact,

water almost, is injurious. The roots of the 
plants then are scarcely required. The heat of 
the sun and the warmth of the soil gained from 
the sun’s heat are wanted most when the fruit is 
ready to colour off. For the rest of the routine 
of tomato-culture—thin out and transplant the 
seedlings as early as possible. Keep those to be 
planted out in small pots. When planting out, 
press the soil firmly. Stake, tic, and prune off 
every side-shoot and sucker, and give the fruit 
all the sun and air possible.

each for common ones; pure breeds are the likeliest to 
make money if you go in for fancying.

The Revolution and Bloodshed in Crete occu- 
pied both Parliament and the public at the beginning of the 
week. One of the manliest 
and best monarchs living, 
the handsome and stal- 
wart brother of H.R.H. 
the Princess of Wales, the 
King of Greece was evi- 
dently stimulated by the 
effervescent and excited 
Greeks to send his son 
George with torpedo- 
boats and troops to Crete. 
But the “Concert of 
Europe ” elected to strike 
the keynote, according to 
the important statement 
made last Monday by the 
Marquis of Salisbury in 
the House of Lords. The 
Prime Minister said: 
“With respect to the 
state of affairs in Crete, 
I suppose there is not 
much dispute about the 
facts. Reforms had been 
arranged, and were being 
carried into effect. The 
Hellenic Government, 
apparently forced by 
opinion among their own 
subjects, has intervened, 
has sent ships, and has 
sent troops to Cretan 
waters. The Powers all, 
without exception, are of opinion that it is a most 
unadvised act. As soon as there was any indication 
that it was in meditation they protested against it, 
and they expressed their opinion in very earnest language 
to the arca: Government. So much for the state of 
things as it now exists. The Powers maintain their 
opinion of the utter unwisdom of the act that has taken 
p and have no disposition in any way to sane ion 
it. Her Majesty’s Government maintain the attitude which 
they have observed of keeping in concert with the othe: 
Powers of Europe, and acting together with them. Our

Powers.” We may add that frequent communications 
passed on Monday between the Admiralty and the Foreign 
Office, and important instructions were sent by the Eastern 
Telegraph Cable to the British Commander-in-Chief in the 
Mediterranean and the senior naval officer at Canea. The 
first-class battle-ship Camperdown has been ordered to go 
from Malta to join Rear-Admiral Harris's squadron in 
Cretan waters. The mis-governed Island of Crete had, 
according to Homer, a hundred cities, but now there are 
only three towns of any importance—Canea, Candia, and 
Retimo. Crete is the most southerly portion of Europe, 
and lies about sixty miles south of Cape Malea in Greece. 
It is about 156 miles in length; in breadth it varies from 
thirty to seven miles. Its climate has always been cele- 
brated for salubrity, the air being pure, fresh, and bracing. 
The population is about 280,000, of whom 205,000 are 
Christians and only 75,000 Mussulmans. On the north is 
Suda Bay, the resort of the British Fleet upon more than 
one interesting political occasion. : 


Gallant Prince George of Greece. — Prince 
George of' Greece, who left “Athens last week with a 
flotilla of six torpedo-boats with orders to protect the 
Christian population of Crete, is the second son of King 
e is a cousin of the Czar of Russia and of the 
Dul» of York, and bears a remarkable resemblance to them. 
He has grown a moustache since the portrait from which 
the sketch we give was taken. Prince George (whose good- 
humoured face has often been recognised at the opera, 
which he has enjoyed in company with his cousins in 
London) took early to the sea, and at present is a captain 
of a frigate in the Greek Navy and a lieutenant in the 
Danish service. Like his father, he speaks English fluently. 
During the trip of the present Czar (then Czarevitch) in the 
East, Prince George accompanied him, and at Ottsee, in 
Japan, was instrumental in saving the Czarevitch’s 
life. A native policeman, who had suddenly become 
insane, had conceived the idea of murdering the Czare- 
viteh, and rushing upon him with a drawn sword, 
struck the Prince on the head, slightly wounding 
him. The fanatic was about to strike a second blow, 
when Prince George knocked the assailant down with

From a 
high authority the Daily Chronicle gave an account of the 
interview which took place between Prince George of 
Greece and the British Admiral immediately after the 
arrival of the Greek torpedo flotilla off Canea. The 
British Admiral told Prince George at once that he 
was well aware of his reason for coming to Cansa. The 
Prince admitted that his orders were to prevent the dis- 


embarkation of Turkish troops by force. In reply, 
the Admiral stated that he had strict orders to see that 
nothing of the sort was done, and that, so far as he 
was concerned, he would have no option, however much he 


might regret if, but to use every means to prevent the 
execution oí these plans. The Prince subsequently returned 
with the torpedo flotilla to Milo. 


The “Concert of Europe” at Caneu.—In con- 
sequence of the bombardment of Canea ty the Cretan insur- 
gents, and the fear that the Turks would land fresh troops 
on the island, a force of Greek troops was despatched amid 
great excitement from the Piræus last Saturday on three 
steamers. It is reported that a Turkish transport that was 
conveying troops from Heraklion to Canea was sto by 
a Greek man-of-war and obliged to return. Prince Nicholas 
of Greece started with the third regiment for Larissa in 
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Thessaly. The Great Powers then intervened. Canca was 
occupied last Monday by a force of 100 British, 100 Russian, 
100 French, 100 Italian, and 50 Austrian marines under the 
command of an Italian officer. The Greek Government, in 
answer to a collective verbal note, replied that it was 
resolved to continue sending troops to the island. The 
Greek force despatched on Saturday from Athens landed 
on Monday at Platania, a short distance from Canea. 


M. Theodore Delyannis, the Prime Minister 
of Greece, opened his official career as representative 
of his spirited but im- 
poverished nation at Paris. 
He was at the head of the 
Greek ‘delegation to the 
Congress of Berlin, where 
he succeeded in obtaining 
for Greece an extension of 
its ‘territory in Thessaly. 
By the death of Commoun- 
doures in 1883, Delyannis 
remained the only party 
chief able to face Tricoupis, 
who was then ain power. 
Coming at the head of the 
poll in April 1885, he 
formed his first Adminis- 
tration, which, however, 
proved short-lived. He was 
suceceded by Tricoupis, who 
remained in power till 1891. 
But the elections which 
followed brought back Del- 
yannis with an overwhelm- 
ing majority, and he re- 
sumed his position after 
further vicissitudes. M. 
Delyannis is now in his 
seventy-fourth year. He is 
in private life of a most kindly dispositicn, and is a 
gentleman of culture, 


Fatal Accident on H.M.S. ‘‘ Gibraltar.” 
An accident occurred “on board H.M.S. Gibraitar in the 
Mediterranean, we regret to learn, while testing primers 
for the 18-in. torpedoes, which resulted in the following 
deaths : Charles Hambley, pror ene first-class ; Arthur 
Moxley, A.B.; Joseph Judd, leading seaman ; and Albert 
Roch, A.B. The Gibraltar (sketched by “ Blue Peter”) is 
a first-class cruiser, and was one of the vessels commis- 
sioned in January 1896 for the formation of the Particular 
Service Squadron, under the command of Rear-Admiral 
A. T. Dale. On the dispersion of the squadron, the 
Gibraltar was sent for service at the Cape of Good Hope. 
She is commanded by Captain Hallett.

The British Capture of Bida was a brave and 
skilful exploit. It was in the formation limned by a P.T.P. 
Artist that the victory was achieved. We learnt through 
Reuter’s Special Service, in a despatch dated Bida, Jan. 26, 
that the engagement commenced at dawn on that day: 
““ The column was e in driving in the enemy’s outposts 
from seven o’clock, and had formed a camp by nine, when 
the enemy was found to be about 30,000 strong. Their 
force, which was composed of cavalry and foot, oceupied 
a ridge between our camp and Bida. Strong flanking 
brigades were sent out round our flanks to attack the 
guns, which. were coming up in the rear. Major 
Arnold advanced two miles to the ridge overlooking 
Bida, and, under rifle fire, drove the main body of the 
enemy back on the city. The enemy’s flanking parties 
having crept round in the rear, Major Arnold formed into 
square, with the Maxims at the corners, and retired on the 
camp. The enemy charged repeatedly, in spite of the terrific 
losses they sustained, but they failed to touch the square. 
The Haussa troops were under perfect control, and their 
fire discipline was equal to that of the best white troops. 
At one o'elock the force reached the camp, which Lien- 
tenant McClintock and one company, with Wallace, Watts, 
Marmon, and Dr. Castellote, had defended. Lieutenant 
A.C. Thomson, Leicester Regiment, was killed...” Fight- 
was resumed next day, Jan. 27. “The enemy appenred 
in force about seven o’clock. They covered the surround- 
ing slopes, which presented a splendid panorama. The 
picturesque Eastern costumes of the enemy recalled scenes 
from Sir Walter Scott’s ‘Talisman.’

Street, Westminster, S.W. The salaries paid to 
the head mistresses of the schools established by 
the Girls” Public Day School Company, com- 
monly called 
High Schools for Girls, 


are very good indeed. There is a fixed stipend 
| of £250 a year, and a “ capitation fee” of thirty 
shillings for every pupil in the school above one 
hundred and up to two hundred; and of two 
pounds for every pupil above two hundred and 
up to three. I find that teaching in the Kinder- 
garten schools is very attractive to girls who are 
really fond of children. Ineeed, I do not think 
that any girl should undertake the work who is 
not fond of, and capable of understanding, the 
curiously varied natures of little children. 
Examinations of students of the Kindergarten 
system are held in London, and they are con- 
ducted by examiners appointed by the Fribel 
Society, 12, Buckingham Street, Strand, London, 
W., and there are also eight Kindergarten

The Poor Nursery Governess
